pudiated a Republican senator and reprc' 
seritative, and given four electoral votes to 
President Truman in yesterday's general 
election. 

Republican Sen. Henry Dworshnk was trailing hi.i Demo- 
cratic opponent, supreme court Justice Bert H. Miller with 
well over 95 per cent of the vote counted. The senator was 
3,600 votes behind at 11:30 a. m. 

However, Dworahak refused to admit defeat, and friends

The Idaho Association of Rural 
Roads opened Its aist annual 
Ing hero at 0;30 a. m. Wednesday 
In the Idalio Power auditorium with 
more than 30O delesates In attend- 
ance. A discussion of the values ol 
highway district consolidation hlgh- 
llshtcd the opening session. 

In openlns the mccllng, J. Adrian 
Nelson, president of the assoclaUon. 
told members the movement for 
high consoUdaUon in the stale has 
Increased In tho past year. 

"We seek an agreement upon 
which the highway districts can 
operate," he said. "We are not 
m favor of reorganlsatlonal legls- 
lotlon In which dlatrlcU would be 
forced to consolldote," he said. 

"The consolidation should , be 
placed Upon a purely volimtaiy basis 
Inasmuch as many districts could 
not possibly hope to be benefited 
by conaolldaUon. 

"Consolidation should be con- 
sidered on a basis of geographical 
confirmation rather than by pol- 
itical boundaries. In some cases 
It would be advantageoiu to con- 
tolldalo Into one district areas In 
separate counties," ho explained. 

After his Introductory remarks 
the prtialdent Invited dbeus-nlon of 
tho subject, during which It was 
pointed out that the SUle Chamber 
of Commerce was conducting a 
study of the subject of consolidation

Judge Baker Denies City Request for Grand Jury Probe

"Tro request for grand Jury will, 
at this thne. be denied." alnted Dls. 
tnct Judge Hugh A. Baker hi a six- 
page letter dated Nov. a and ad- 
dressed to the mayor and city eoun' 
cU of Twin Palls. Tho Judge stmi' 
inarlaed his reasons for that deci- 
sion In these paragraphs: 

"1. You ha\e not direclcd my aU 
I«ntIon definitely to any public of- 
lense triable In Twin FalLi county, 
except two. one of which Is not 
an^^tbo other may or may not be 

"You iiai-e not pointed out any 
reason why these matters cannot 
properly be handled by the ma- 
chinery and procedures normally 
employed In the prosecution of 
crime. 

'Aside from the two matters re- 



ferred to, I would be unable to In- 
struct, no to matters 'likely to come 
before" a grand Jury and am with- 
out IdcnUty of any person possessed 
ot facta material to any Inquiry. 

"3. I cannot believe that sixteen 
dUsens or Twin Palls county, with- 
out experience In the InveatlRaUon 
of crime and without authority to 
employ experienced InvcsUgators. 
would, without more definite dlrec- 
Uon than I could now give, be able 
to accomplish much when you, with 
the experienced Investigators in 
your service, have been able to ac- 
complUh so muc- 
in hU letter. Judge Baker pointed 
out the rccuMt for a grand Jury, 
made Sept. 13. was made not for the 
P«irpooo at considering specific un- 
•olvcd crimes but to InvcsUgate and j 



determine the truth or falsity of 
rumors affccUng the clty'o rcpula- 
Uon. 

Concerning tho second conference 
Oct. fl, the Judge wrote: "Except as 
to two matters, you appeared to 
have no evidence of specific viola- 
tlons ot law or of official misconduct 
bul expressed tho hope that a grand 
Jury 'InvesUsatlon' would 'clear tho 
clouded atmosphere*."* 

Judge Baker atalcd the two con- 
ferences with the clly officials, and 
with others, disclosed the altuoUon 
complained about Is the outgrowth 
of ■■abienee of cooperation" between 
the dty police department and the 
county shertffa office. The dlstrlet 
Judge urged complete harmony and 
cloje eooperayon between the two 
Uw enforcement agencies. 



Explaining his delay in announc' 
Ing his decision, Uie district Judgi. 
stated he believed It would be "quite 
Impossible" to conduct a grand Jury 
Investigation or act on the request 
for ono before election "without in- 
viting the charge that ■ the ncUon 
was taken to promoto or to hinder 
political ombltlona."* especially with 
a clly polleeman opposing the sher- 
iff In the election. 

"nimlnB to eonsMemtlons which 
prompted hli decision, the Judge em- 
phasised the "considerable doubt. If 
not contusion'" In the public's mind 
as to what condltlani warrant em- 
panslUna a grand' Jury, tho manner 
of lu operation, and the scope of Its ' 
Inquiry. He declared ', . . many ap- 
pear to have a deep but unwarrant- 
e:d faith In Its efficacy."' 



Judge Baker described In deUU 
the use and purpose of a grand Jury, 
"A grand Jury Indictment and a 
prosecuUng attorney's information 
servo precisely the same purpose, 
that of accusing one of tho commlj- 
alon of an of lense."' the Judge stated. 

"Unless mandatory, grand Juries 
are now very rarely called except 
where the machinery normally em- 
ployed for tho prosecution of crime 
has completely broken down or the 
proeocuUng attorney desires to awdl 
himself ot a grand Jury's power lo 
subpoena and examine witnesses la 
his cfforu to compleU bis InveaU- 
gaUon ot a specific olftnse." be 
added.

.cannot and sbould not concern 11-

Mississippi Is 
Getting Weary 
Of Old Course 

NEW ORLEANS dUtt-The Mlsals- 
ilppl river Is threatening lo change 
la course again and leave Its two 
main dccpwatcr ports— New Orieaiui 
and Baton Rougo— high nnd dr>-. 

During the tliousands of yean 
that the Mississippi has been run- 
ning south to the Quit of Mexico, it 
changed the courre of lis chan- 
nel many times, leaving "oxbow 
lakes" where It used to run. 

Now, the river Is threatening to 
run west, at Slmmnport. La., about 
100 airline miles above New Or- 
leans, .and make the Atchafalaya 
Ita Chanel. Tho Atchntalaya, 
running south. Is about five miles 
' ot the Mississippi at Slmnu- 
pon. . 

ConiActed by Channel 
U and the Mississippi are con- 
nected by Old river. When the 
Mississippi Is high. Its Water rum 
through Old river Into ttie Atcha- 
falaya. When the Atchslalya la high 
It runs through Old river Into the 
Mississippi. 

Engineers fear that a big enough 
flood would cause the MlssLs.-dppl 
adopt the Atchafalaya aa a per- 
manentchannel. This would shorten 
the Mississippi's route to the Gulf 
103 miles and ruin New Orleans and 
Baton Rouge m porls. Baton Rouge 
Is as far north as ocean-going 
sels can sail on the Mls-ilsslppl. 
Army Http* In 
But this time. MnJ.-Qcn. Robert 
Crawford, president of the Missis- 
sippi river commission, says. th( 
government will spend $35,000,000 
to keep tho river from changing 
lis mind. 

Army engineers plan lo build a 
steel gale on Long baj-ou. another 
connecting etream between the 
Atchafalaya and MIs-ilsslppl. Ju.it 
above Old river and parallel lo IL 
This gale can be closed al will and 
control the flow of Uie MLtiLvilppl 
lo the west and then lo the south. 

Then they plan lo dam Old river 
and build a navigation loclc. so 
ships can pass back and torUi 
from the MIwlsslpl and Atcha- 
falaya. Thus. In flood time, water 
from the Ml.islssippi could be di- 
verted Into the Atchafalaya. but 
without any danKcr ot lu Kcttliig 
out of hand and carving out a new 
channel.

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SUPPLY AND DEMAND 

The law of supply and demand seldom gets 
abused as roundly as tbe law of Taft and 
Hartley. Yet there arc many economists who 
view It skeptically. Some of them merely 
say that it doesn't always operate os ad- 
vertised. Others ln.^lst that It's a very Inac- 
curate Instrument for figuring markets and 
prices, and that It Is depended on too much 
at the expense of more accurate gauges. 

Being strictly amateur, we shan't attempt 
to argue with the professional economl-its. 
But wo would like to cite a couple of examples 
which seem to Indicate that the law of s. and 
d. remains. In business at the old stand. 

The latest of the annual Collier's magazine 
surveys of the automobile and tire market 
has .some welcome news on the tire industry. 
It shows that the production of passenger 
car tires caught up with the demand early 
this summer, although there was on Im- 
mediate need of 33,0t)O.OOO replacement tires 
two years ago, and 13,500,000 last year. What's 
more, the price of tires today is within 10 
per cent of what it was before the war. 

As for automobiles, the survey tells a story 
that Is painfully familiar— a backlog of some 
8.000,000 car orders, which is about equal to' 
two years' production, and prices up around 
100 per cent from prewar. 

This contrasting picture can be explained 
easily, and we think accurately, by supply 
and demand. The tire Industry Increased 
Its production capacity 30 per cent In the 
war years, and used the new capacity to turn 
out tires. When the war ended it was still 
there to help satisfy a pent-up civilian need. 
In two years the abnormal demand was 
satisfied ond prices were down. 

In the auto industry there was less war- 
time expansion, and most of this was lor 
the production of other Items than auto- 
mobiles. Peace brought a big Tcconverslon 
problem, m addition there was a shortage 
of steel. 

In the men's clothing field high prices of 
other things have helped bring down the price 
of men's suits. The cost of bujrtng food; 
clothing the ladies of the house in the new 
look, and so on, caused a lot of heads of 
families to postpone replenishing their own 
wardrobes. 

As a result many retailers' Inventories have 
been piling up on the racks since June. Lower 
prices are quoted on maw artlces of haber- 
dashery, a straight price cut of 20 per cent 
on men's suits was announced by one clothing 
chain. These are probably clearance sales 
rather than real price slashes. But they are 
still a result of supply exceeding demand. 

We don't say these examples give the whole 
answer to why prices have stayed up or why 
they will some day come down. But we do 
pass them along to conteract the notion, 
fostered by this year's campaign speeches, 
that high prices are the sole responsibility of 
congress, the President, profit-hungry In- 
dustrialists, or the exorbitant demands of 
unions. 

■ Mabye they all are partly to blame. But It 
looks as if the law of supply and demand 
was still working, too. 



FOR CITY MANAGERSHIP 

The city manager plan of municipal gov- 
ernment for Twin Falls has another cham- 
pion, the Twin Falls League of Women 
Voters, whlclThas decided to work for such 
a change as its first local project. 

Believing that "needed improvements could 
best be obtained under such a plan," the 
league will attempt to familiarize the people 
with what it believes arc the advantages of 
the manager system. 

Following their educational campaign, the 
women will seek an election to institute city 
manager government In Twin Falls. 

That makes two of our leading civic organ- 
izations already on record In favor of a city 
manager. The Twin Falls Junior Chamber 
of Commerce has taken a similar stand, and 
the two groups will cooperate in their cam- 
paigns. 

Coupled with this support Is the fact that 
the present city administration went on 
record right from the outset as favoring a 
change to a city manager. Different mem- 
bers of the ci^ council have pointed out 
repeatedly why it.would be to Twin Falls' ad- 
vantage to have such a change. 

All this would Indicate that if the people 
are inclined to favor a elty managership, now 
Is the most opportune time to undertake the 
change. At least It would have the support 
—not the opposition— of the incumbent ad- 
ministration. 
A logical question confronting the people 
' right now is this: 

Has Twin Falls grown to the extent that 
more time should be given to the administra- 
tion of Its affairs— time which cannot rea- 
sonably be expected from those commls- 
alonii who now ore shouldering all that 
responsibility as best they can on a part-time 
basis?

Mr. Rooaovelt'H dltfloulUes were chiefly domeetk. 
Conditions couJrt hardlj hnvo become worse, with the 
result tliat almost any change woa bound to bo an 
Improvement. 

ne had a compamUvely small public debt when be 
took office, and, thereforo, had a "kitty" for expendi- 
ture of vo-nt relief funds. The IDO newcomer, on the 
other hani. bculns with a national mortgage of un- 
precedented slie. 

Although It was once heresy to moke this statement, 
only the Industrial boom and huee spending based on 
the war lifted the V. B. out of the depression.

Immediate expenditures for national defense, foreign 
aid ond the proposed world military alliance, which 
may totnl S3S ,000,000 ,000 annually, will not pennlt any 
reduction of taxes or slicing of the public debt. 

There will be no drop ot Importance In veterans' 
coats for another B or 10 years. These two Items maka 
the heaviest factors In the annual budget. 

DEStANDS— Tba demands for materinla which our 
new world TesponslblllUes entnll will probably Increase 
rather thon decrease living costa, ticsldcs creating 
scarcltlca In heavy goods so much In demand— auto- 
mobiles, relrlg era tors, aU kinds ot mechanical appli- 
ance!, homes, machinery, etc. Even some conaumen* 
gooda may soar in price because ot the need for tcx- 
Ulea. 

Despite growing criticism of govemment support ot 
farm prices as a contributory cause of inflation, both 
candidates have declared In favor of thla aj'atcm for 
political and economla rooioni. They wanted the votu 
In agricultural areas. But thej also realize that any 
sharp foil In purchasing power here would bo reflected 
In factory ahutdowns, unemployment and recession or 
depression. 

HABSnLY— Nevertheless, prices must fall If the 
Incoming administration is to escape another round of 
wage demands and Increases, industrial disputes and. a 
slowdown In production. Labor lendcra have already 
acr\'ed noUca on the major parties tjint they want 
another pay envelope helping. 

Meanwhile, the new President may have to deal 
oven more harshly wlUf "commies" In a few major 
untons-'^IectrlcaJ. longshoremen, tructc tmiuport, etc. 
— than any administration has done In tlic past. Not 
, the Tatt -Hartley act's anti-red prohibitions may 
be sufficient. 

A few Influential leaders Intend to crcnto domestic 
hovoc and block execution ot the Marnhnll and mili- 
tary lend-lease plans In obedience to the "party line." 

TENSION— E\-cn under the most auspicious of cir- 
cumstances, the future Inhabitant ot the While nou.te 
will live atop A volcano constantly rumbling from furi- 
ous domesUe and external prcuuren. 

E^rcn If Stalin does not precipitate actual hostilities. 
_.id our' military men do not think Russia will bo 
ready for a major conflict within 10 years, ho irill keep 
the world in turmoil, especially the U. S. Merely by 
forcing us lo support tantflstlc budgete. and provoklnR 
an Inflation that may finally burst with explailve and 
catAstrophIo force, he wlU weaken us fundamentally 
and plague the next President from the beginning to 
the end of his tenure. 

As the Wallace (tratcglsts predict and hope, the 
result ot such persistent tension. dlvLilon and dLisatls- 
foctlon may be political revolution and anarchy In 1053 
or thereafter. 

Looking ahead to these problems. It Is not surprising 
that TIioma.1 E. Dcprey says: 

"The next President must be a mean &nd tough son

He reveled In his title of com- 
nutnder-ln- chief, but tho G-ln-C^ 
family had had their feet In the 
trough for years, fattening on tho 
by-product of our hlgheat elective 
office in a way that would have dis- 
gusted even Warren O. Harding.

needed, portlcularly in North Caro- 
lina, where the epidemic was most 

She pointed out that 15 dlsasteni 
tequlrlns nurses occurred In 35 
stales In the year cndlnn June 30. In 
tliBM dlaaslera 1.031 nurses served a 
total of 10,737 days. 

Kurscs are also needed. Mrs. Mo- 
lony empha»l«d, In the ex pan din a 
Bed Cross national blood proBrara, 
to be Instructors In the oraanlEa- 
Uon's home nursing and nurses' aid 
program and to Interpret the basic 
philosophy of the Red Croas to stu- 
dent and nursing groups. 

In addition to tlio active nurseo 
who c&Q give part of their spare 
time to Red Cross work, registered 
nurses no longer active are also 
urged to enroll, Mm. Molony said. 
Former, nurses who have cither re- 
tired or become housewives can give 
a!dded service to their communi- 
ties as well as keep Informed on 
the latest nursing Informntlon and 
akllls through enrollment lor scrv- 
Jce with the Red Cross, slio snld.

Day, but Experts Say It's Paying Off 



WIESBADEN, Germany (HEA>. 
The checks that finance oiricers 
»Tlte for "operation vUtles" at air 
foreo headquarters In Wleibaden 
add up to 1303.000 every day. 

That's Just the air force outlay. 
There are no figures for tho rest of 
the bin, although unofficial fljiures 
put the dally total ot about tSOO,000.

U. S. Is getting paid back full value 
In propaganda, training, persistence 
and military unification.

U. S. to Give 
Notice of Cuts 
In Tariff Rate 

WASHINGTON. Nov. 3 The 
atalo department will serve lormal 
notice soon, probably this week, that 
It plans to nesoUato new tarrllf- 
cuttlng pacts with II counties. 

Tho countries are Sweden. Den- 
mark, Finland, Dominican RepuU- 
Ilc, EI Salvodor, Greece, HalU. Italy, 
NlcnraffUa, Peru and Germany. The 
formal announcement will set the 
itase for the Urst test ol the new 
tarlff-cutUnff procedure laid down 
by the Republican consrtss last 
Bprlnj. In extcndlns the reciprocal 
trade procrom. congress put new 
restrictions on the Prealdenfs tarllf- 
cultlns powers. 

It gave the U, S. tariff commission 
the rcEponsIbUlty of settlns limits 
to any tarlll cuts on the basU ot 
whether dome.itic producers would 
bo harmed scrlousb". 

Both President Trumnn, who re- 
luctantly slcned the mcosure, and 
Secretary ot State Oeorse C. Mar- 
shall protested that national Inter- 
est required that other factors be- 
tides protection be conjJdertd. They 
said the new procedure would hsm- 
per aerlously this Kovemmenl's el- 
forts to lend the waj- In reduclnj 
world trade barriers. 

Olllclals said the state depart- 
ment within a tew days will luue ■ 
"barealnlng Hat" ot commodities lor 
propo-icd reciprocal tarllt cuts with 
Uio 11 naUons. There will be ntar- 
Ines ot which all American LnttrcsU 
—Importers, exporters, producers, 
row material u.^e^B, and consumers 
—will have a chance to arcuo tho 
pro and con of tariff cuts on each 
commodity.
